This morning Monroe met his wife
and mother<in-law down town and
followed them home, He entered the
house and deliberately polnted s re-
volver at Dualap, whom he fancled was
responialble for hin marital unhappl-
nesn, Mre. Monroe observed her hus-
band's act und selzed his arm, dis.
turbing his alm so that he Infllcted
nothing worse than a painful wound In
Dunlap's Jaw. Further enraged by his
wife's Interference, Monroe turned the
revolver upon Mrs. Monroe and shot
her through the back Inflcting perhaps
n fatal Injury.

Mra. Gardner, Mrs. Monroe's sister,
who llves In the next house, heard the
thooting and rushed to her mother's
house to learn the cause. \\'hﬂm she
